the property in his district then ex- 
ceeded two hundred millions of dol- 
lars, With resources which now are 
rated at more than a quarter of a 
billion dollars, there was every rea- 
son to believe that this rich county 
would readily raise the sum it had 
pledged.

The 
people of this county have emphati- 
cally declared their intention to keep 
their promise, and all that they are) 
asking of the voters of this State is 
the granting of the constitutional au- 
thority to raise this million dollars 
by local taxation. 


Constitution Must Be Amended. 

When the Alameda County Cham- 
bers of Commerce endorsed the pro- 
posed bond issue of a million dollars 
they found the only obstacle in their 
path to be the State Constitution 
which did not contain any provision 
for the authorization of a bond issue 
for the purpose of financing an ex po 
Bition. It became hecessary for the 
people of Alameda county ‘to have 
placed on the ballot aft the next No- 
vember election a proposition ta 
amend Section .34. of Article XI in 
such a manner as to give two-thirds 
of the voters of this county the privi- 
lege of voting for a bond issue not 
exceeding one millfon dollars. Ac- 
cordingly the electors of California 
will have to decide whether or not 
the people of Alameda county may t 
keep their pledge made by responsi- 
ble members of their authorized 
Chambers of Commerce. The amend- 
Ment will carry with it the provision 
hat such bonds shall bear in- 
terest at not over 5 per cent and that 
they shall be retired within 40 years 
from the date of their issuance, It 
further stipulates that these bonds 
shall be sold only at par and that 
the funds derived therefrom be de 
posited with the treasurer of the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposi- 
tion with the understanding that they 
be applied to the completion and main- 
tenance of California’s great Fair. 
The amendment authorizes the levying 
of local taxes upon the quarter of a 
billion of dollars represented in the 
assessed valuation of Alameda coun- 
ty. Therefore, ft is obvious that the
